ULTIMATUM TO OFFICIALS «ODERN RAILWAY MERGER1 


Universal Eight-Hour Day and a Gen- 


eral Increase of Wages Desired by 
Conductors, Engineers and Train- 
men—Meeting of Representatives of 
Railroad Organizations at Chicago. 


Chicago, Jan. 5.—An ultimatum ia 


declared to have been prepared here 
to be presented to the heads of the 
leading railroad 
companies, which 


threatens to involve in a strike rail- 
roads employing 1,450,000 persons. 
The number of men whom this order 
may affect will be 
173,000. 
Three 


I powerful organizations, it is declared, 


will unite to enforce demands for a 
universal eight-hour day and general 
increase of wages of from 5 to 25 per 
cent. The organizations joining in 
this demand are the Brotherhood of 
Railway Firemen and Engineers, with 
64,000 members; the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen, with 87,000 mem- 
bers; the Order of Railway Conduc- 
tors, with 30,000 members. This ulti- 
matum, it is declared, was prepared at 
a meeting of representatives of labor 
organizations at the Sherman House. 


P. H. Morrisey, grand chief of the 


Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen; 
A. B. Garrettson of the conductors 
and John J. Hannahan, grand chief of 
the Brotherhood of Firemen and En- 
ginemen, are the leaders in the move. 
They are in conference with represen- 
tatives of other railway labor organ- 
izations. 
None of these would dis- 


cuss this ultimatum report. It is re- 
ported that the delegates were a unit 
oA the policy outlined. Chicago rep- 
resentatives of the Rock Island rail- 
road and of the Burlington railroad 
are said to have received the commit- 
tee, but to have given it no satisfac- 
tion. Grand Master Hannahan of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen 
and Enginemen has E. H. Harriman's 
ultimatum, which he will lay before 
the board. The next 48 hours, it is 
expected, will settle the quesfjon of a 
strike.

At the hearing in this city it was 


brought out and admitted that the 
Union Pacific Railroad company, the 
Southern Pacific company, the Oregon 
Short line and the Oregon Railroad & 
Navigation 
company are practically 


under the same administration. Mr. 
Harriman appearing as president of 
each company, with only slight varia- 
tions in the lists of other officers. 


It was further shown that the 


Southern Pacific company owns the 
Pacific Mail Steamship company; that 
the Southern Pacific company and the 
Union Pacific together hold a major- 
ity of the stock of the Occidental & 
Oriental Steamship Co., and that the 
Harriman Interests are in control of 
the Portland 
& Asiatic Steamship 


company. All three of these lines run 
steamers between either San Fran- 
cisco or Portland, and the orient. It 
was said the Occidental is in liquida- 
tion, but is still operated. On the At- 
lantic ocean it was shown that the 
Southern 
Pacific owns the line of 


steamers running between New York 
and New Orleans formerly known as 
the Morgan line. 


The Union Pacific, by means of an 


agreement signed by Mr. Harriman 
and Senator William A. Clark, has a 
traffic arrangement with the. San Pe- 
dro, Los Angeles & Salt Lake railway 
extending over a period of 99 years. 
The Union Pacific exercises joint con- 
trol with the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacic railway over the Chicago & Al- 
ton. The agreement is that the Union 
Pacific shall have charge of the road 
one year and the Rock Island the 
next. This agreement, entered into by 
Mr. Hariman and \V. B. Leeds, ex- 
tends for a period of 10 years from 
1904. 
Of the holdings in other roads 


by the Harriman companies, it was al- 
leged that the stocks of the Illinois 
Central, Baltimore & Ohio, New York 
Central, Chicago & 
Northwestern, 


Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul, Atchi- 
son, Topeka & Santa Fe and St. Jo- 
seph & Grand Island, aggregating in 
value 
5100.293,745, have 
all been 


bought since July 1, 1906. 


Charged Overweights. 


New Orleans, Jan. 5. — Taking of 


testimony closed in the hearing of 
southern lumbermen before the state 
railroad commission on the claim that 
?1.000,000 annually is lost to lumber- 
men through overweights charged by 
railroads on lumber shipments. F. O. 
Becker, superintendent of the western 
weighing and inspection bureau of 
Chicago, principal witness for the rail- 
roads, denied that cars were heavy 
with dirt, and submitted figures to 
show that old cars, instead of being 
heavier, as the lumbermen claim, av- 
erage 178 pounds lighter, which loss 
railroads bear. 


Gave Train Stop Signal. 


"Washington, Jan. 5.—The coroner's 


jury investigating the Terra Gotta 
wreck of Sunday night on the Balti- 
more & Ohio uiilroad heard testimony 
f.'om the telegraphers and others at 
the Silver Sir. ings, Takonia and Uni- 
versity stations, all of which went to 
show that the two trains received a 
white light at Silver Sprma:: that the 
passenger train cleared Takoma for 
University, a'lti that the 'dead" tid'.a 
ran by a red light at Takonia. The 
Takoma opei.vor was corroborated by 
four eye-witn'sses as to his statement 
that he gave the "dead" train the stop 
signal.
